IN THE pamphlet issued by tin' Water & Light Board for the 
enlightenment of our citizens in regard t.» the proposed charter 
amendment to be submitted to the voters for adoption next Thurs­ 
day, the Board explains that our annual taxes will be increased 
$3 per hundred dollars of taxes now paid. 
The Board does not 
need the increase in the funds thus obtained, the pamphlet says, 
and proposes to return it by reducing water rates to metered con­ 
sumers. 
The Board states that since the City pays the Board for 
electric current used for lighting streets what the service and 
current costs the Board, it sees no reason why the same principle 
should not be applied in the case where the city uses water and 
part of the water system to protect property against fire. 
Hood 
business practice demands that any service be paid according to 
the cost thereof and it desires to do the same in the case of fire 
protection service. 
To the Board, the adoption of the amendment 
means proper bookkeeping and a justification for doing business 
as it should be done. 
We find no valid argument against this con­ 
tention advanced by the Board; we should not object to our Board 
trying to use good business methods. 
To know that our com­ 
missioners want to use approved business methods, and to know 
that they are studying their problems seriously, is what gives 
us confidence in our Board members and in what they tell us.
